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Crop  Prospects. 

^ inter  grain  crops  in  Europe  are  in  satisfactory  condition. 

The  winter  wheat  crop  of  the  Canadian  province  of  Ontario  was  generally 
in  good  condition  the  second  week  in  April. 

Spring  farm  work  and  sowing  were  proceeding  rapidly  in  the  European 
countries  toward  the  end  of  March. 

THE  OATS  SITUATION. 

World  oats  production  is  larger  this  year  than  last.    Production  in 
1922  in  the  northern  hemisphere  and  in  1922-23  in  the  southern  hemisphere 
amounts  to  3,233,202,000  bushels,  which  is  8  per  cent  more  than  the  production 
of  the  same  countries  for  the  previous  year,   m  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
acreage  for  the  same  countries  was  3  Pe*"  cent  less  this  year  than  last.  The 
crop  this  year  was  about  3  Per  cent  less  than  the  average  production  in  the 
pre-war  period  1909-13,  -vhile  acreage  was  7  per  cent  greater  than  the  pre-war 
average . 

The  larger  production  this  year  as  compared  to  last  year  is  accounted 
for  chiefly  by  increased  yields  in  the  United  States,   the  crop  this  year  oeing 
about  13  per  cent  larger  than  last.    France,  Poland  and  Canada  also  report 
crops  this  year  materially  larger  than  in  1921  while  Germany  reports  a  smaller 
crop . 

United  State s  cats  export s  are  much  above  normal.    During  1922  the 
United  States  sent  3^,000,000  bushels  of  oats  and  oatmeal  in  terms  of  oats  to 
foreign  countries.    This  was  more  than  four  times  as  much  as  we  exported  in 
1921  and  nearly  three  times  the  pre-war  average.    About  a  fourth  of  the  1922 
export  went  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  about  a  fifth  went  to  France.  The 
Netherlands,  Belgium  and  Canada  were  other  important  importers  of  United 
States  oats. 

Oat s  export s  from  other  countries  reporting,  except  Rumania,  are  less 
this  year  than  last.     Shipments  from  Canada  amounted  to  32,000,000  busnels  in 
1922,  against  37,000,000  bushels  in  1921,  exports  for  both  years  being  about 
double  her  exports  during  the  pre-war  period.    Exports  from  Argentina  in  1922 
were  only  20,000,000  bushels,  which  was. about  a  fourth  less  than  the  year  be- 
fore and  over  oO  per  cent  less  than  the  pre-war  average.    Exports  from  Ru- 
mania in  1922  amounted  to  16,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  11,000,000  the 
year  before  and  10,000,000  bushels  before  the  war. 


Oat s  imports  of  most  of  the  importing  countrie s  were  greater  in  1922 
than  in  1921  but  much  smaller  than  the  average  pre-war  imports.     Imports  of 
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OATS  SI TUATI ON , -CONT ' D . — 

the  United  Kingdom  in  1922  were  about  60  per  cent  of  her  pre-war  imports. 
Those  of  the  Netherlands  and  Germany  were  only  about  12  per  cent  of  the  pre- 
war average.     France  imported  about  five  sixths  of  her  pre-war  normal  and  the 
imports  of  Belgium  in  1922  were  greater  than  before  the  war. 

These  reduced  imports  in  some  countries  may  be  partially  accounted  for 
by  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  horses,  but  the  Netherlands,  which  took  in  1922 
only  12  per  cent  of  her  pre-war  normal  amount  of  oats,  has  more  horses  than 
she  did  before  the  war  while  Belgium,  with  only  73  Per  cent  of  her  pre-war 
number  of  horses,  is  importing  more  oats  than  before  the  war. 

American  oats  sold  for  lower  prices  on  the  London  market  during  the 
last  seven  months  of  1922  than  Argentine,  Canadian,   Scotch  or  English  oats, 
American  oats  were  not  quoted  in  London  during  the  first  part  of  the  year. 
Average  prices  for  oats  on  the  London  market  for  1922  were  about  the  same  as 
those  for  1921. 

PRODUCTION,  MARKET  AND  CONSUMPTION  NOTES. 

Ge rmany  has  purcha sed  lo3,000  short  tons  of  grain  from  Russia  through 
the  German  grain  office t  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  United  States  Agri- 
cultural Representative  in  Berlin.    Of  this  amount  ^,000  tons  were  purchased 
during  the  past  week. 

Russian  oil-cake  came  into  Danish  markets  for  the  first  time  since  the 
war  with  the  recent  arrival  of  2,000  tons  of  cake  from  the  Black  Sea  region, 
according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Consul,  Marion  Letcher,  at  Copenhagen. 
Imports  of  Russian  oil-cake  are  expected  to  lower  the  prevailing  prices  of 
American  cotton-seed  oil-cake. 

German  consumption  of  horse  meat  is  increasing  as  a  result  of  the  pre- 
vailing high  prices  for  meat  cattle,  reports  the  American  Consul,  E.  Verne 
Richardson,  at  Berlin.    Prices  of  horses  for  slaughter  have  increased  with  the 
increase  in  demand. 

Production  of  Grape s  in  Spain  was  greater  last  year  than  the  year  be- 
fore, amounting  to  ^,373,00°  short  tons  in  1922  as  compared  with  3,0^9,00° 
tons  in  1921. 

A  commission  of  four  British  scientists  recently  went  to  Australia 
with  the  object  of  investigating  the  conditions  of  storage  and  transport  of 
Australian  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom,  according  to  the  Commercial  and  Fi- 
nancial Intelligence  Journal  of  the  Canadian  Dept .  02  Trade  and  Commerce. 
This  commission  was  selected  by  the  British  Food  Investigation  Board  in  co- 
operation with  shippers  and  growers  and  will  concentrate  most  of  its  attention 
on  one  disease-  "brown  heart"  in  apples  -  the  prevalence  of  which  in  last 
season's  exports  seriously  prejudiced  the  reputation  of  Australian  apples  in 
the  English  markets.

RUSSIAN  OIL-CAKE  COMPETING  WITH  AMERICAN  IN  DENMARK. 

Russian  oil-cake  is  competing  with  the  American  cotton-seed  oil  cake  in 
Danish  markets,  reports  the  American  Consul  at  Copenhagen  under  date  of  March 
13.    A  steamer  recently  arrived  at  one  of  the  Banish  ports  with  a  cargo  of 
2,000  tons  of  Russian  oil-cake  from  the  Black  Sea  region.     This  was  the  first 
shipment  of  Russian  oil -cake  to  Denmark  since  the  war .    Denmark's  chief  industry 
is  dairying  .vhicn  has  depended  principally  upon  American  cot tcn-aeed  oil-cake  as 
an  important  f  odder  stuff  for  cattle.     The  annual  importations  of  American  cotton- 
seed cil-cake  by  Denmark  since  the  war  has  averaged  around  349,000,000  pounds. 
Lately  American  prices  have  been  advancing  and  the  introduction  of  Russian  cil- 
cake  is  expected  to  lower  the  American  price.

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RUSSIAN  SUGAR  INDUSTRY 

It  is  reported  from  Kharkoff,  according  to  the  Bdllstin  ?es  Halle-  that 
th®  f^ar  trust  -7il-  s°on  hold  a  meeting  to  hear  the  report  cf  -.he  council 
relative  to  the  sugar  industry.     The  sugar  trust  was  founded  in  January  1Q22 
and  found  itself  faced  with  tiro  difficulties.    Much  of  the  land  formerly  used 
lor  beet  cultivation  had  been  abandoned  during  the  war  and  still  more  during 
the  period  of  the  revolution  and  famine.     A  vigorous  effort  was  made  to  remedy 
the  situation.     The  1922  crop  is  reported  to  rave  exceeded  eiroectations  by 
75;/o.     It  must  be  understood  that  the  expense  in  labor  as  v.ell'as  material  was 
abnormally  high.     The  second  difficulty  was  the  condition  of  the  sugar  factories 
1.0m  a  uecmxcal  point  of  view.     Out  of  the  250  factories  only  kOf0  could  be  put 
in  working  order,  and  be  assured  of  the  necessary  fuel.    At  present  as  a  result 
01  the  good  beet  crop,  the  trust  predicts  that  it  will  be  oossible  to  produce 
during  the  1922-23  season  -  220,000  short  tons  of  sugar.     It  is  true  that  this 
would  only  be  about  one  tenth  of  the  pre-war  production,  but  it  shows  progress, 
^nP^    f       thS  Producticn  figures  for  1519  -  So, 000  short  tons,  1320  - 
100,000  short  tons  and  1921  -  55, 000  short  tons.     The  trust  proposes  to  enlarge 
its  program  considerably,  by  increasing  the  area  sown,  encouraging  the  cultiva- 
tion of  sugar  beets  Dy  the  peasant,  restoring  the  factories  not  yet  ir  working 
order  and  improving  the  others.

AUSTRALIAN  MEAT  INDUSTRY  SUBSIDIZED. 

m  The  Commonwealth  Government  of  Australia  is  subsidizing  the  meat  exoort 

industry  by  granting  shippers  l/lf  pence  (1/20)  per  pound  on  all  meat  exports, 
lhe  meat  curing  companies  have  agreed  to  lower  the  price  of  curing  by  l/g 
pence  ,1/40)  per  pound,  and  the  employees  have  accepted  a  general  wage  re- 
duction of  2  shillings  (about  500)  a. day.     The  Government  steamship  lines  have 
reduced  rates  on  refrigerated  freight  to  the  extent  of  l/S  oence  (1/^0)  per 
pound.     The  new  freight  charges  on  Government  operated  steamer-  are  now  1  oence 
(20    per  pound  on  beef;  1  l/g  pence  (2  l/h0)  per  pound  on  mutton  and  tegs;' 
I  j/b  pence  (2  3/40)  per  pound  on  lamb  and  1  l/h  pence  (2  1/20)  oer  pound  or 
pork  and  veal.     The  Government  Lines  only  control  about  %  of  the  refrigerated 
space  available  on  steamers.     Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  by  shippers  in 
order  to  secure  similar  rate  reductions  on  steamers  of  Conference  lines  but  to 
no  avail.     Charges  on  Conference  Lines  are  as  follows:     on  bee^  1  l/S  pence 
(2  1/140)  per  pound;  on  mat  ton  and  tegs  1  1/4  pence  (2  1/20)  per  pound;  on  lamb 
11/2  pence  (30)  per  pound  and  on  pork  and  veal  1  3/S  pence  (2  }/ V )  per  pound.

Horse  .neat  is  "being  largely  substituted  for  beef  in  Germany  reports 
the  American  Consul  at  Berlin  under  date  of  March  20,  1923.  Prevailing 
high  prices  for  meat  cattle  have  resulted  in  a  continually  increasing  de- 
mand for  horse  meat.     In  view  of  this  greater  demand  prices  of  horse  meat 
have  increased.     In  December  1922  the  ^rice  of  a  horse  of  average  quality 
for  slaughter  was  40,000  to  50.000  marks.    'The  price  now  ranges  from 
^00,000  to  1,000,000  marks.  Prices  of  by-products  have  increased  accordingly. 
Flawless  hides  nor  bring  from  60,000  to  75,000  marks  as  against  C,000  marks 
in  December  1922.     The  number  of  slaughterings  in  the  Berlin  horse-slaughter- 
ing house  for  one  week  now  averages  more  than  ^00  head  with  a  gross  weight 
of  256,000  pounds,  an  average  weight  of  ^>12  "oounds  rer  horse.    Prices  for 
one  pound  of  horse  meat  in  the  Berlin  retail  trade  ranged  in  October  1922 
from  10  to  11  marks;  in  December  from  270  to  2°0  marks;  in  January  1923  from 
1500    to  I65O  marks  and  today  from  1,700  to  1,900  marks  for    coup  meat;  2C00 
marks  for  loin  and  from  1,Z00  to  1,900  marks  for  chopped  meat.     These  prices 
bring  horse  meat  within  the  means  of  the  middle  class  people  for  whom  beef  is 
to  expensive  to  be  purchased  regularly.

There  are  altogether  45  co-operative  pig  killing  establishments  in 
Denmark  and  the  total  killings  in  1922  amounted  to  1,853,994  animals  as 
against  1,402,728  in  1921,     The  number  of  live  pigs  exported  in  1922  was 
3,564  as  against  304  in  1921. 

Of  the  1,S53»994  pigs  butchered  at  the  co-operative  factories  in  1922 
there  were  1,791,272  delivered  by  the  actual  co-operators  in  the  factories, 
16,638  were  bought  by  the  factories,  24,Sl6  were  sows  and  boars  and  21,2oS 
were  refuse  pigs. 

The  average  weight  of  the  "co-operative  pigs"  delivered  in  1922  was 
150. 5  pounds  as  against  15S  pound  in  1921.

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PROPOSAL  POP  REGULATING  EGGS  IMPORTED  INTO  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM. 

A  campaign  headed  by  the  National  Poultry  Council  of  the  United  Kingdom 
is  being  carried  on  in  that  country  to  insure  the  success  of  a  bill  for  the 
compulsory  marking  of  foreign  eggs  T/ith  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin  in 
orler  that  dealers  would  have  to  sell  them  under  their  proper  term  and  de- 
scription.    Those  who  favor  the  bill    say  that  it's  object  is  to  prevent  the 
possibility  of  having  foreign  eggs  of  doubtful  quality  mixed  with  nev;  laid 
domestic  eggs  and  sold  bo  consumers  as  fresh  while  those  who  oppose  it  say  that 
the  real  object  is  to  rait;  the  price  of  imported  produce  so  as  to  enable  the 
heme  producer  to  obtain  a  hotter  price.     The  wholesale  egg  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  has  expressed  particular  opposition  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  on  the 
argument  that  if  it  becomes  a,  lav/  large  quantities  of  eggs  from  different 
countries  which  consumers  can  now  purchase  at  low  prices  will  no  longer  be 
available  because-  in  most  countries  eggs  are  packed  before  the  ultimate  de- 
stination is  known so  that  exporters  would  have  to  unpack  and  mark  each  egg  and 
then  repack  to  comply  with  the  law.    'wholesalers  state  that  if  legislation  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  consumer  the  simplest  method  would  be  for  the  English 
producer  to  stamp  each  English  egg.
